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REPORT 
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Mr  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year 
1887,  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Gloucester  Urban 
Sanitary  Authority. 

I am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  diminution  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  all  diseases,  which  I was  able  to 
show  at  the  close  of  1886,  has  been  continued  during  the 
past  year.  In  1886  there  were  registered  deaths  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  district  605.  In  1887  the  number  was  570.

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In  forming  an  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  City,  I 
find  that  in  1886,  there  were  391  houses  void,  and  in  1887, 
365,  giving  an  increase  of  inhabited  houses  of  26  in  1887. 
There  was  also  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  603.

The  death  rate  for  the  District  for  the  year  1887  will 
therefore  be  13*2  per  1000.  This  is  the  lowest  death-rate  re- 
corded in  the  13  years  during  which  I have  had  the  honour 
of  holding  the  office  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under 
this  Authority.  The  death  rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
last  year  was  nearly  19  per  1000. 

In  my  last  report  I gave  particulars  of  some  of  the  work 
directed  by  the  Sanitary  Committee,  and  carried  out  by 
Mr  Reed,  the  City  Surveyor,  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  the 
following  details  of  the  continuation  of  such  work  for  the 
purpose  of  improving  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  City.  It 
has  not  been  necessary  to  relay  any  portion  of  the  sewers, 
and  there  have  been  added  to  the  City  System  180  lineal 
yards  of  new  sewer  laid  by  Mr  Slater  in  Sydney  and  Worship- 
streets.  Fifty-four  additional  ventilating  shafts  have  been 
erected ; the  total  number  of  these  is  now  533 — more  are  yet 
required.

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In  all  of  these  84  buildings  the  City  water  has  been  laid  on 
and  connection  made  with  the  City  sewers,  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Bye-laws.

These  figures  show  that  there  are  7831  houses  in  the  City, 
of  which  more  than  one-fourth  are  not  provided  with  flushing 
boxes. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  is  constantly  enforcing  the  fixing 
of  flushing  boxes,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  notices  had 
been  issued  to  the  owners  of  many  houses  to  carry  out  this 
important  work. 

There  are  more  than  32  miles  of  sewer  laid  down  in  the 
District.  In  the  greater  part  of  the  City  the  fall  is  good,  the 
sewage  matter  ought  in  these  places  to  travel  at  the  rate  of 
about  3 feet  per  second.  In  some  parts  of  the  town  the  fall  is 
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less,  and  there  the  rapidity  of  movement  is  less,  and  would 
average  about  2 feet  per  second.  To  ensure  these  rates  of  pro- 
gression, it  is  necessary  that  the  flush  of  water  from  the  closets 
to  the  drains,  and  from  the  drains  to  the  sewer,  should  be 
proportioned  to  the  amount  of  matter  to  be  carried  forward. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  probably  only  about  three-fourths 
of  the  water  required  for  this  purpose  is  systematically  sup- 
plied, it  will  at  once  be  perceived  how  likely  it  is  that 
stagnation,  either  complete  or  partial,  will  take  place  in  the 
drains  or  sewers,  and  that  collections  of  sewage  would  form  at 
various  points  where  noxious  gas  would  be  generated,  which 
is  liable  to  escape  at  _the  nearest  outlet,  thus  creating  the 
necessity  for  constant  flushing  of  the  sewers,  and  that  more 
especially  at  those  dry  seasons  of  the  year  when  the  supply 
of  water  is  most  scarce. 

flhis  nearest  outlet  of  which  I have  spoken,  may  be  into  a 
house,  although  every  house  drain  ought  to  be  so  trapped 
and  connected  with  the  sewer  that  the  return  of  sewage  gas 
would  be  impossible;  and  although  I.  know  that  many, 
especially  of  the  later  built  houses,  are  so  constructed  that 
such  re-entrance  is  impossible,  yet  it  is  certain  that  there  are 
many  houses  which  are  liable  to  have  such  a disaster  occur, 
and  a most  serious  disaster  it  is.  Within  a few  years  I in- 
spected a modern  house  in  which  a drain-pipe  from  a lavatory 
emptied  directly  into  the  main  sewer  without  the  interven- 
tion of  any  kind  of  trap,  and  through  it,  sewage  gas  escaped 
upwards  into  the  house,  causing  serious  illness.  If  that  could 
occur  in  a house  of  modern  construction,  how  much  more 
likely  is  it  that  in  many  of  the  older  houses  there  may  be  some 
weak  point  at  which  sewage  gas  can  find  entrance.  We  ought, 
therefore,  to  take  every  precaution  to  prevent  the  possibility 
qfjdie  formation  of  such  gas,  and  the  surest  means  of  doing 
so  is  to  keep  the  sewer  well  flushed,  through  the  drains  from 
the  closets,  so  that  all  excrementitious  matter  may  be  washed 
away,  and  arrive,  as  it  ought  to,  at  the  outlet  in  the  river 
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within  two  hours,  the  period  in  which  Mr  Read  calculates, 
with  a proper  and  efficient  water  power,  would  he  the  case 
from  any  part  of  the  City. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  cordially  supports  me  in  the 
efforts  I am  making  to  secure  the  performance  of  this  work, 
and  I have  to  express  my  special  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  Committee  for  their  readiness  to  make  orders  for  the 
work  to  be  carried  out  in  houses  in  which  I report  a defi- 
ciency, and  this  in  the  face  of  the  opposition  of  many  owners 
of  such  property. 

Another  important  sanitary  matter  in  which  I have  re- 
ceived the  same  support  is  in  the  erection  of  Ventilating 
Shafts  to  the  sewers.  As  I have  already  stated  54  of  these 
have  been  erected  during  the  year.  If  these  means  of  escape 
for  noxious  gas  are  more  abundantly  provided,  there  will  be 
much  less  chance  of  its  entrance  into  houses,  if  by  any 
delay  in  the  passage  of  matter  through  the  sewers,  such  gas 
should  be  generated. 

I have  in  this  report  spoken  of  these  two  subjects,  because 
although  I have  previously  done  so  in  my  reports  which  have 
been  published,  I still  find  that  there  is  a strong  opposition  on 
the  part  of  some  owners  of  houses  to  being  called  upon  to 
carry  out  such  work.  The  more  the  necessity  for  such  im- 
provements is  made  known, the  better  they  will  be  understood, 
and  the  more  readily  will  action  of  the  Authority  be 
acquiesced  in  by  the  general  public,  for  whose  benefit  this 
and  all  sanitary  action  is  insisted  on. 

The  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  has  been  occupied 
by  seven  patients  during  the  year  1887.  Six  were  received 
by  order  of  the  medical  officers  of  the  Union,  and  one  came 
from  the  Infirmary.  They  were  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and 
were  all  discharged  cured.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the 
structure  of  the  building,  and  I have  still  to  report  that  it  is 
not  adapted  to  receive  cases  of  more  than  one  kind  of  infec- 
tion at  the  same  time. 
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Although  Small  Pox  has  been  prevalent  in  many  places, 
I am  happy  to  report  that  Gloucester  has  not  been  visited  by 
it.  Notwithstanding  that,  Scarlet  Fever  has  appeared  and 
Measles  has  also,  during  the  last  two  months,  attacked  many 
children  ; the  statistics  I have  given  show  that  the  health  of 
the  town  has  been  good  during  the  year.

Without  his  co-operation  and  the  assistance  of 
Mr  Blakeway  in  all  legal  matters  connected  with  my  office, 
the  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  my  appointment 
would  have  been  greatly  augmented,  and  I am  happy  to 
record  that  their  assistance  and  co-operation  have  always 
been  most  readily  and  courteously  given.

Mr  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  that  during  the  past  year 
the  Port  of  Gloucester,  at  Sharpness,  and  at  the  Docks  at 
Gloucester,  has  been  free  from  Infectious  Disease.  I 
received  a communication  from  Plymouth  that  a vessel 
would  arrive  at  Sharpness  with  illness  on  board  which  it 
was  suspected  was  Infectious,  but  on  inspection  I found 
that  such  was  not  the  case. 


I have  frequently  inspected  vessels  in  the  Canal  and 
Basin  at  Gloucester,  but  I am  happy  to  say  that  I have 
found  no  cases  of  any  Infectious  Disease,  nor  anything  to 
complain  of  in  the  arrangements  of  cabins.
